PHYSICIAN FOR MOLOKAI. 


The public, who pay the bills of the 
Leper Settlement, should keep a sharp 
eye on the choice of a resident physi- 
cian. There are plenty of doctors who, 
being slack of business where they are, 
would not nrdnd going to the Settlement 
and laying around. 
But 
what 
Is 


wanted 
mt the place is 
a medi- 


cal specialist who will not only look 
after the general health of the inmates 
but will bring a keen scientific mind to 
bear upon a study of the disease with 
, the idea, of finding a cure. 
' tfhat 'were la no certain remedy for 
leprosy In the books is not necessarily 
<luo to the malignity of that ancient 
plague. -The truth seems to be that 
there are so few lepers among civilized 
people that physicians give but little 
time, comparatively, to the etudy of 
the bane. Remedial things- are being 
Bought every year 
for 
cancer 
and 
tuberculosis, not without success. Why? 
Simply because these diseases are com- 
mon enough to well repay the search 
for a cure. So once was smallpox, and 
the result would not be to exterminate 
glandular 
treatment for disease is 


reaching maladies once thought to be 
beyond aid; but they are common mal- 
adies. Who knows that, if a tithe of 
the time put on finding a specific for 
consumption was applied to leprosy, 
the result would not be to extlrminate 
the rotting plague, either by curing it 
outright or by making people-immune. 


There are few places more suitable 


for such work than the Settlement at 
Molokai. It la a clean place under Gov- 
ernment control where every stage, de- 
gree and class of leprous phenomena 
present themselves. A whole school of 
medical specialists could find subjects 
there; and\pne specialist would suffer 
the embarrassment of riches so far as 
opportunities of study go. 
It would pay to have such a man 
even, at his own price. Familiarity with 
the Oriental scourge has, in some meas- 
ure, hardened our people to its pres- 
ence. So long as there is segregation 
of the victims, the matter of a cure 
does not trouble them. Yet, after all, 
the presence of leprosy costs us $100,000 
•, year in taxes and probably keeps us 
from earning five times that sum from 
tourists. No ona icin realize unless he 
meets many tourists or hears Hawaii 
discussed abroad, how much fear there 
is outside of Hawaii of a malady which 
•we insiders rarely see or bother about 
and which even th,e Board of Health 
do«?s not try to cure. One of the beat 
business 'Htrokes Hawaii could 
make

Whig, a Faneull Hall Whig." Webster declared, "and if the Whig >party Is 
disbanded, where am I to go?" The unanswering comment was: ."There Is 
no more work In America for a Whig to perform; turn your face to the party 
which must succeed the Whigs, the party which, untrammeled with. a. past, 
is ready for the new work that must be done. If you cannot joln-iU^'there is 
no place for you." And there was none. The old Whig leaders either passed 
from the stage Or they fell In with the plans of the Republicans lyhqse party 
was essentially that of the young men of the nation and the party Which did 
more for national. advancement than its predecessor hal ever thought of do- 
Ing But after awhile the young Republicans of 1856 aged in Bourbon ways and 
could not stop fighting the war issues oven after the war had l^jjg Since 
passed. They did thus In 1876 and narrowly missed defeat in a Presfdentlal 
contest. Four years later, learning nothing by experience, they again raised 
the bloody shirt; but the new young men of the party refused to fight under 
that exhumed and meaningless emblem and insisted upon living Issues. They 
wanted a fight upon the platform of honest money and a protective tariff, 
and they had their way. The result was a revival of Republican interest all 
over the country and the election of Garfleld. On the Democratic side young 
men like Daniel B. Lamont, E. K. Apgar, Paulson of Pennsylvania, and D. 
B. Hill determined in 1884 to stop the long succession of Democratic defeats 
by getting the party away from its copperhead past; and they did so, elect- 
ing a man for President who, but four years previously, had been so slightly 
identified with politics that, on the occasion of a visit of the 
Democratic 


standard-bearer to the city where he li/ed, he was not well enough known to 
get an Invitation to si'. "-.Y::e platform at the rally or to serve on the com- 
mittee of reception.

He was told that Senator 
Kalauokalani was a statesman when the young Hawaiian was in his nurse's 
arms—as if that counted for anything as a test of modem political fitness. II 
was true that Kalauokalani has been identified closely with politics .of a long 
past and equally true that he is identified with that politics yet. He cannot 
ndapt himself in any way to the new duties which new occasions have taught; 
his aim is to get Hawaii back on the old ground that is familiar to him. He 
does not know that this footing became untenable nearly tefi years ago nor 
realize that revolutions never move backward. The young Hawaiian 
was 


wiser than he; less mindful of the past than the future, he saw that tho duty 
of the time is not expressed in the motto: "Hawaii for the Hawaiians," but 
in the newer and better one: "The Hawaiians for Hawaii." 
He understood 


that if Hawaiians are to count for something they must accept the American 
system and work on broad lines for the good of the Territory and all the peo- 
ple in it; and saying simply that, as an American citizen he could see no good 
in the Wilcox-Kaulauokalani program, he went his way, confirmed in the belief 
that the sooner Hawaiians drop the Bourbon policy the better it will be for 
them and for their country. 


If there a:4 enough young Hawaiians of the same spirit ajid stamina, the 


political outlook for every true friend and well-wisher of this Territory is 
bright. The ri?ht start has been made; the question now is whether the 
young men will keep their pace. That issue resolves itself into a general in- 
terrogation as to whether Hawaiian youth are steadfast in their 'undertak- 
ings

She has been in Washing 
ton during the last several months en 
deavorlng to persuade Congress tha 
the United States government ought t 
pay her (or the crown lands of Hawai 
taken by it or restore them to her pos 
session. The only action taken that 
has any bearing on the claim of the 
former monarch was the adoption of a 
resolution by the Senate, directing the 
Senate Committee on Pacific Islands 
and Porto Rico to visit the islands dur- 
ing the recess of Congress and to Inves- 
tigate, among other matters, various 
questions pertaining to the 
crown 


lands. The resolution directs the com- i 
mittee to ascertain the area, condition, 
quality and value of the lands, the rents 
and other proceeds received therefrom 
since January 17, 1898; whether or not 
the former Queen now possesses any 
legal or equitable title or interest in the 
same, and whether she has any claim 
against the United States by reason 
of having parted with her title to the 
property.

?-> 500 000 in 5 per cent bonds has been issued, of which $95,000 has been redeem- 
ed =o no more bonds can be authorized without a further increase in.capital, 
l-p to February, 1901, the company was paying its stockholders monthly divi- 
dends at the rate of 50 cents p-r share. The stock on which f .2.25 had been 
paid in was selling at $100 to $103, and the bonds at 108 and upward.

Immediately following the payment of the February dividend came the an- 


nouncement of an assessment of $10 per .share. This was a great shock to the 
market and the stock rapidly declined from $103 just before that dividend to

ESCAPED TO 


AUSTRALIA 


There has been a rumor along the 


water front to the effect that J. Tim- 
ney, the coal passer of the U. S. Fish 
Commission steamer Albatross, who 
jumped from that ship while confined 
in irons in the brig-, made his es'cape 
good 
by leaving Honolulu for New 


Zealand or Australia as a coal passer 
on the O. S. S. Sonoma. This steam- 
ship paid off fourteen of her coal pass- 
ers in Honolulu and took on other 
men in their places and it is said that 
a man tallying with the description 
given of Timney was one of those taken 
on here. 


In connection with Tlmney's escape 


it is now stated that his mates did not 
have a hand in it as he had a key 
which would unlock the bracelets on 
hfs hands and the shackles on his feet 
without any difficulty. After doing this 
he would have but little difficulty in 
getting out of the brig and escaping to 
the wharf. 


Several men have been confined in 


the brig of the Albatross before with 
irons on them and they have had to 
suffer no very severe trials. 
As the 


offences for which they were confined 
were not serious they had no wish to 
kave the ship after freeing themselves, 
but of course would be much more 
comfortable without irons at-, night. 
None of them had much difficulty in 
finding a key to get the shakles off 
and after doing this they have- been 
known to find mosquito netting in the 
brig with which to keep the Hawaiian 


officials; certain other persons In the

There appears to be no one test 
which can be ta&eh in all cases as de- 
cisive. 


After quoting innumerable authori- 


ties, Mr. Dole concludes:

this proposition: 
1C a person in the em- 


ployment of the. <5ov eminent is paid a 
salary or other compensation fixed by 
the Legislature, and If he is also in-

though he holds no commission, take- 
no oath of office, and has no teHuV* Of 
office except the will of the appointing 
power.
